~ What the Cold Snap Teaches: t 
ld. Pana 


The thermometer has been re- 
minding us during the past few 


days that we live in latitude 53 
1-2 and st an altitude of over 
2.000 feet above the sea. It is 


cold; very cold; and the snow is 
unusually deep. We are in the 
atter part of January—the dead 
of winter, 

One great advantage of a north- 
ern latitude is that it teaches 
forethought to its inhabitants— 
that is it does so if they are tem- 
peramentally inclined to profit by 
its teachings. 


The discomforis and disadvan- 
tages of intense cold are very 
great. But they can in large 


measure be offset or overcome by 
forethought in the matter of 
food, fuel, clothing and housing. 
Given a sufficient supply of pro- 
per food, abundance of fuel, suit- 
able clothing and good housing, 
and even the intense and contin-| 
ued cold that has recently pre-/ 
vailed carries little discomfort or 
inconvenience, but lacking any 
part of any one of these essentials 
and the conditions become diffi- 
cult or impossible in proportion 
to the lack. 

In discussing the winter cold of 
the prairie west, it must be 
radi- 
eally from the cold of the occu- 
pied portions of the provinces of 
eastern Canada. {n eastern Can-) 
ada you chill before you freeze. 
In the prairie west you freeze be- 
fore you chill. In eastern Canada 
the suceessful endurance of cold 
is largely a matter of physical! 
condition and temperament. That! 
is, hardy persons can stand ex- 
posure that a less hardy person 
ean not. In the prairie west the 
greater intensity of the cold) 
makes it impossible for any per 
son to successfully endure it un- 
less properly protected. Where 
all must have practically the same) 
protection in order to live, the 
weak are more nearly on the level 
of the strong—as in the west; 
than where the strong may do 
without protection that the weak 
must have—as in the east. Food, 
clothing, fuel and housing of like 
efficiency are needed by al! the 
people of the west, whether weak 
or strong. That is, a _ certain) 
standard of efficiency is equally 
necessary throughout the west. It 
is now well known what that stan- 
dard is, and it is up to everyone
